not be interrupted except for most 

momentous reasons, and he never is, 
for the members of his family 
and his servants* think his mak- 
ing of a line of quite as much 
importance as the creation of 
;i new world — an opinion which it 
is needless to say he fully shares. Per- 
haps if his wife (she was Emily Sell- 
wood) were dying she might, venture 
to have him informed of the fact dur- 
ing his hours of work. She would 
not be willing that his sanctuary 
should be profaned for any less cause, 
16 she religiously believes that 
William Shakespeare is scarcely the 
equal ot Alfred Tennyson.
